Less Than Half 
Georgia Plants 
Qn War Work 


J. Verlyn Booth, state manager 
of WPA’s contract distribution 
branch, declared yesterday that 
less than 50 per cent of Georgia 
industry was being utilized on war 
work because of rigid contract 
specifications and bidding require- 
ments as well as a lack of ord- 
nance allocations. 

He estimated that at least 90 per 
cent of the state’s industrial ca- 
pacity could contribute to the war 
effort if given a chance. 

“We have thousands of avail- 
able factories and the necessary 
manpower to do the job,” he as- 
serted in an interview, “but we 
have had an opportunity 10 
show what we could do, simply 
because. Georgia manufacturers 
must follow the old government 
procedure of bidding on practi- 
cally all contracts. 

“If it were possible to negotiate 
contracts and to do away with 
many unnecessary specifications, 
we could get much wider distri- 
bution of contracts and the work 


would be done.

many Georgia manufacturers did 
not have the mass production fa- 
cilities to compete with those else- 
where on a bidding basis. 

“And while it might be more 
expensive to give them some of 
the work;” he added, “it actually 
would be worse for the country 
from the standpoint of morale to 
have a business closed up.” 

Booth pointed out that he de- 
sired no relaxing of the specifica- 
tions. on tanks, guns, ships and 
other instruments of war, but felt 
some specifications could be re- 
moved which serve as a barrier to 
rapid production of chairs, tables, 
Army tents and other incident and 
necessary items not used in actual 
conflict. 

In a letter to Donald M. Nelson, 
chairman of the War Production 
Board, the Georgia manager sug- 
gested that a special division be 
created to bring about a stream- 
lining of these specifications and 
modifications which would elimi- 
nate the need for using critical 
materials in many commodities.

Chinese Rear Menaced. 

The Foochow action created a 
second highly active front in the 
Chekiang-Fukien seaboard area 
and constituted a new threat at 
the rear of Chinese forees which 
only a few hours earlier claimed 
to have curbed the enemy on the 
150-mile Chekiang front, throwing 
him back in at least one sector. 

About 1,500 miles to the west, 
on the third vital front in Yunnan 
province adjoining Burma, the 
Chinese reported they had recap- 
tured Kanglanchai, key point 
on the Lungkiagkiao - Tengyueh 
highway and seized large quanti- 
ties of Japanese war ,supplies. 

There was no change in posi- 
tions along the Burma road vvest 
of the Salween river, the Chinese 
Yunnan” front, 
under Monsoon rains, was becom- 
ing stabilized. 

Blast Potential Bases. 

Between Yunnan’s tangled bat- 
tlelines and the complex of fronts 
developing in eastern China along 
the East China Sea and Formosa 
Strait, Japanese aviation was en- 
gaged in a mighty contributory ef- 
fort aimed at reduction of airfields 
and centers of communication giv- 
ing coherence to the Chinese war 
effort. 

On several occasions the Jap- 
anese have evidenced fear that 
Chekiang’s fields were being pre- 
ared to base big bombers of the 
United Nations. 

Observers who believed that 
Japan was in the first stages of 
an all-out attempt to dispose of 
China saw confirmation in ‘reports 
of a heavy massing: of Japanese 
forces at Yangtze river bases near 
Hankow, possibly for an effort to 
occupy the entire railway running 
from Hankow, through Changsha, 
to Canton. 

Hengchow Bombed Twice. 

In the widespread ,Japanese air 
offensive across. the provinces 
south of the Yangtze river, Heng- 
chow, rail junction south of 
Changsha, was heavily bombed 
twice in the last 48 hours by 17 
Japanese planes. Besides Heng- 
chow and other places in Hunan 
province, enemy airmen also at- 
tacked Kian in Kiangsi, and Kwei- 
lin, capital of Kwangsi, and points 
in Fukien and Kwangsi provinces. 

Chungking itself awaited open- 
ing of the 1942 “bombing season.” 
Authorities were trying to speed 
up removal of nonessential resi- 
dents.

How It Works. 

It would work this way: 

A single person would pay out 
of his regular pay check 10 per 
cent of everything he makes over 
$11 per week. Thus, if his wages 
were $25 a week, $14 would be 
taxale at the rate of 10 per cent, 
which would be $1.40 each week. 
If the worker is married, his ex- 
emption would be $26 a week. If 
he made $30 per week, the deduc- 
tion from his pay check would be 
10 per cent of $4, or 40 cents per 
week. 

If he has children or other de- 
pendents, he would get an addatl- 
tional exemption of $8.50 each 
week for each dependent. There- 
fore, if he had two children, his 
personal exemption would be $43 
a week, and if his salary were $50, 
he would pay 10 per cent of $7, 
or 70 cents per week. 

Every March, under the plan, 
he would still file an income tax 
return and figure his tax the same 
as before. But when he came to 
paying the tax, he would take 
credit for the taxes already col- 
lected from him by his employer.

The rock ledge acts as a fulcrum, 
Sullivan explained, and since the 
greater weight of the hull is sup- 
ported by the soft mud, the stern 
is very slowly, but steadily sink- 
ing. One of the first problems, 
therefore, will be to give buoyancy 
to the stern by pumping water out 
of the amidship section. He indi- 
cated that steps were already be- 
ing taken to accomplish this. 

In connection with the main sal- 
vage operations, Sullivan said, 
there are many complications. For 
one thing, when the ship turned 
on its side, an estimated 100 tons 
of glass and fitting tumbled along 
the topsy-turvy decks to the in- 
terior portside, which in the pro- 
cess of turning became the bottom 
of the hull.

NEW YORK, May 21.—(AP)—The establishment of an 
over-all food requirements committee, under the War Pro- 
duction Board and probably headed by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wickard, was disclosed today by WPB Chief Donald 


M. Nelson. 


In «a telegram read at a lunch- 


eon meeting of the Associated supply will be produced and proc- 


Grocery Manufacturers of Amer- 
ica, Nelson said existing agencies 
co-operating with the new com- 
mittee would make it unnecessary 
“to set up an elaborate food ad- 
ministration.” 

Nelson’s telegram was read to 
the delegates a short time after 
they had been addressed by Sec- 
retary Wickard, who told them 
“it is still safe to say that every- 
one in this country can have 
enough nourishing food, but we 
can't be certain that we won't 
run short of some particular kinds 
of foods and have to make up the 
lack with other kinds of food.” 

Wickard declared his depart- 
ment would be glad to assume its 
full responsibility in co-ordinat- 
ing production, processing and 
distribution of food. 

Suggests Wickard. 

Nelson's telegram said the new 
committee under the WPB would 
“establish the policies and pro- 
grams by which America's food 


Se eee ae 
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essed during the war.” 


The WPB chief said he believed 
the program “will help, us to meet 
America’s military and civilian 
food requirements during the 
war, and to continue supplying 
our Allies with the foodstuffs they 
need.” A 

“The probability is that’ this 
committee will be headed by the 
secretary of agriculture and will 
include representatives 
armed forces, the Office of Price! 
Administration, .the Board of | 
Economic Welfare and the WPB,” 
Nelson said. 

Wickard had just told the gro- 
cery manufacturers the nation 
needed a “unified national food 
policy to meet war demands,” and 
warned anew against a possible 
food shortage. 

He explained that demands for 
food for the United Nations had 
increased beyond expectations. 

“A year ago it seemed certain 
that we could meet all foreseeable 
lend-lease needs and have plenty 
of all kinds of food for other uses, 
and even some to spare,” Wickard 


said, 
No Longer. True. 


He added: “Of course, it looked 
as if farmers would have to pro- 
duce more of some things and 
processors handle more, But gen- 
erally speaking, it seemed that the 
normal methods of producing 
processing and distributing food 
could go on as usual.” 

This, Wicker said, is no longer. 
true. He mentioned shortages of | 
fertilizer, farm machinery, farm! 
labor, trucks and tires, tin 
processing equipment and an over- 
strained transportation system 
among the difficulties. 


Wickard declared that in the. 
making of “the kind of world 
we're fighting for, the first essen- 
tial is plenty of food fairly distrib- 
uted among two billion people.” 


“The food industries of America 
carry heavy responsibilities not 
only for the winning of the war, 
but for the writing of a lasting 
peace,” he said. : 

Earlier, Paul A. Willis, president 
of the grocery manufacturers, had 
urged the creation of a war food 
board ‘in Washington. 

Willis said “our first job is to 
win the war,” but added that the 
problem of food was next in im- 
portance to the problem of men,

(Some sources in London 
expressed the belief that the 
success of Timoshenko’s en- 
tire Kharkov offensive hinged 
on the outcome of Von 
Schwedler’s tank-led flanking 
thrust. The German position, 
these sources said, threatened 
vital rail and road communi- 
cations back of the Russian 
drive. They pointed out that 
if the Germans wedged in 
much deeper Timoshenko 
might be forced to stay his 
westward drive and turn his 
attention to his south flank 
and rear.) 

Red Star’s account of the 
breach driven in the German de- 
fenses before Kharkov said ar- 
tillery, planes and tanks subject- 
ed the stronghold to a terrific bat- 
tering just before dawn, followed 
up by an infantry charge which 
wiped out the German garrison.

Two escaped convicts, who, with 
five others, fled from the highway 
prison camp at Folxston, Ga., last

The charges involved the abduc- 
tion of Gilbert Mallard from the 
front porch of his home in Augus- 
ta, Monday, May 11, the date of

Paul V. McNutt, manpower 
chief, announced an _ eight-point 
program to promote “the fullest 
utilization of the manpower of this 
nation.” This included a directive 
to the selective service system that 
local draft boards consult with 
Federal Employment Service of- 
fices before calling to the Army 
individuals “skilled in a_ critical 
war occupation.” 

_A spokesman said this meant 
“we will keep skilled men in in- 
dustry where they belong.” 

The selective service system al- 
ready had provided for deferment 
of men in critical occupations, but 
McNutt said there were some local 
draft boards “which defer too eas- 
ily” and others which “seem to 
regard it as a breach of patriotism 
to defer anybody for occupational 
reasons.” | 

Local Boards. 


The directive means that local 
draft boards will consult with em- 
ployment service officials in deter- 
mining whether a worker should 
be deferred because of his occupa- 
tion. 

Today’s action also provided for 
a classification of war plants ac- 
cording to their urgency, and for a 
system of manpower priorities to 
assure that the most important 
plants get ample supplies of 
skilled men, 

McNutt said the eight-point pro- 
gram, to become effective June 1, 
would direct that: 


1. The United States Employ- 

ment Service prepare and main- 
tain a list of thosé skilled occupa- 
tions essential to war production 
in which a national shortage ex- 
ists. Such occupations will be 
designated as critical war occupa- 
ons, 
2. The War Production Board 
classify war plants and war prod- 
ucts in the order of their urgency 
in the war program. | 

3. The employment service make 
preferential referrals of workers 
to employers engaged in war pro- 
duction in the order of their pri- 
ority before making referrals to 
other employers. 

Job Openings. 

4. Employment service proceed 
immediately to analyze and classi- 
fy the occupational questionnaires 
distributed by the selective service 
system, to interview those indi- 
viduals with skills in critical war 
occupations and to refer them to 
job openings in war production 
work. 

5. Selective service instruct all 
its local boards located in a com- 
munity served by the employment 
service to secure the advice of the 
local public employment office 
before vlassifying or reclassifying 
an individual skilled in a critical 
war occupation. 

6. Employment service increase 
its activities and facilities neces- 
sary to provide additional agricul- 
tural workers. 

7. The Farm Security Adminis- 
tration to increase the number of 
mobile labor camps in order to 
make available workers in agri- 
culture to achieve the “food for 
victory” objective. 

8, The Office of Defense Trana- 
portation and Farm Security Ad- 
ministration assure adequate trans- 
portation facilities to move mi- 


‘Double’ Ration 


In Georgia Hits 
Gasoline Users 


‘A’ and ‘B’ Card Holders 
To Suffer, Thrasher 
Says in Protest. 


Holders of “A” and “B” gasoline 
cards face complications which will 
garage their automobiles for the 
duration, State Auditor “B. E. 
Thrasher Jf., learned yesterday 
while checking anticipated rev- 
enues, 

Thrasher pointed out in a tele- 
gram to Georgia senators and con- 
gressmen that the double rationing 
system—rationing to individuals 
and service stations, too, will leave 
only 10 per cent of the normal sup- 
py of gasoline for users holding 
“A” and “B” cards. This 10 per 
cent may be eliminated by the 
closing of stations. unable to re- 
main in business. 
Holders of “X” (unlimited 
amount) cards used 40 per cent 
of the gasoline during normal 
times, Thrasher said, and with 
gasoline stations getting only 50 
per cent of their normal supply, 
this leaves a small supply for 
others. 

Thrasher also cited the fact that 
many stations are going out of 
business, a fact which further cuts 
the gallonage for those not holding 
“x.” cards. 

In his telegram he gave a spe- 
cific example for one Georgia city, 
which, before rationing, had four 
filling stations. “All hut one of 
these stations have closed,” 
Thrasher said in the telegram. 
“The remaining station is allowed 
only 50 per cent of its last year’s 
sales, or 2,500 gallons, to supply a 
14,000-gallon normal demand pre- 
viously supplied by all four sta- 
tions.”’

Agents Advised 


New Yorker’s Address 
Features First Day of 
Convention. 


Survival of the insurance busi- 
ness as a private enterprise de- 
pends upon the willingness of the 
agent to “render full measure of 
service to the public,” H. Pierce 
North, assistant director of the 


business development office of 
New York, told more than 200 
Georgia insurancé agents at the 
opening of their forty-fifth annual] 
convention here yesterday. 


Talking on the “Survival of Lo- 
cal Agents in Wartime,” North 
said, “local agents are on trial. The 
country’s on trial and the very 
form of government is on trial. 
Public opinion is the jury, and if 
we do a good job we'll get a fa- 
vorable verdict.” 

North referred to the federal 
government’s attitude toward util- 
ities, securities and insurance, and 
told the agents they “might expect 
an inquiry into your business.” 
But he urged them to welcome 
such an investigation and to as- 
sist it in every way possible.

The War and Navy Departments 
added 103,909 civilian workers to 
their rolls during March, as the 
total of civilian employes in the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment reached 1,929,074, the Civil 
Service Commission announced 
today. The March pay roll in the 
executive branch totaled $309,- 
764,679. 

The total increase was 120,888 
for March, accounted for princi- 
pally by the 79,116 new positions 
in the War Department and 24,- 
783 in the Navy.

Lawyers’ 
Has Changed, 
They Agre e 


Profession Now Made 
Up of Many Spe- 
cialists. 


Georgia lawyers, assembled in 
Atlanta for their annual conven- 
tion, find themselves in total 
agreement on one point— 

Gone are the days when bright 
and eager young men stepped con- 
fidently off the rostrum with their 
law diplomas, hurdled with ease 
the obstacles of the bar examina- 
tion, and wandered out into the 
world, singly, in pairs, or in trios, 
to hang up shingles and win a 
ee for themselves the hard 


That hard way of the old days 
was the bitter test of the soul- 
searing passage through the fiery 
furnace, 

Those who survived were those 
who realized that the sheepskins 
had about as much to do with 
their ultimate prestige as an ar- 
chitect’s drawing has to do with 
the successful completion of a 
skyscraper. Far less. 

All the Angles. 

Out of school, in actual conflict 
with an indifferent world, they 
had to attack from all angles the 
job of really learning the intricate 
processes of law. 

The lawyer of two ér three dec- 
ades ago had to absorb, by direct 
contact, all angles of a profession 
of multiple angles. Every step in 
the stairs he climbed was of dif- 
ferent height and, as he stumbled 
up to a seat besides the really 
qualified men of his profession, he 
had to learn the trick of negotiat- 
ing the difficulties of each step. 
When he reached the top, if he 
ever did, he was capable of skip- 
ing up and down those steps, at 


any time of day or night, without | 


tripping. 

“He was well-rounded in all 
phases of law,” said Chief Justice 
Charles S. Reid, of the Georgia 
supreme court. 

The chief justice, the Georgia 
lawyers agree, knows all the di- 
rect routes and the byways of the 
law. He knows the lawyers. 

To most of the lawyers in Geor- 
gia, the chief justice, away from 
the bench, is plain ‘“‘Charley Reid.” 
He’s a young man, just past 40, 
whose outstanding success has 
been his ability to gear the func- 
tions of the supreme court to the 
modern world’s anguished pleas 
of “hurry-hurry!” 

Clerks of courts, lawyers and 
newspapermen agree enthusias- 
tically that Georgia's relatively

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young chief justice has accom- 
plished a miraclé&*in keeping the 
décks cleared in the court where 
he presides, a court that once was 
lamented as a hopeless “bottle- 
neck” in the days before the “bot- 
tleneck”” was adopted as an ex- 
pressive bit of the national vocab- 
ulary, 

But the young chief justice sees 
very readily the difference be- 
tween the problems facing the 
young lawyer of today and the 
problems he faced yesterday. 

“The young lawyer of today,” 
said the chief justice, “faces star- 
vation if he simply passes his ex- 
amination, joins up with a friend, 
and hangs up a shingle. 

More Specialists. 

“More and more the profession 
is becoming an assembly of spe- 
cialists to a terrifying degree. 

“T deprecate the view entertain- 
ed by many that the only hope 
for the ambitious young lawyer of 
today is to become affiliated with 
a prosperous law firm with con- 
nections, a large firm where he 
can be given an opportunity to 
specialize in the field best suited 
for his own peculiar talents. 

“Unless he is virtually adopted 
as a young man by some corpora- 
tion er by some governmental 
agency, his chances for success are 
slim. 

“Very few lawyers today could 
qualify as masters of all branches 
of their profession. There are too 
many angles. One may be a wiz- 
ard in the technicalities of the in- 
come tax, one may be a wizard 
in the involved processes of cor- 
poration law, a wizard at this or 
a_wizard at that, but I don’t know 
one man today who could be 
classed as a wizard in all branches 
of law. 

“The practice of law has gone 
far beyond a mere knowledge of 
law. One law may create a Bureau 
and in that one bureau there are 
necessarily many regulations with 
which a lawyer must be familiar. 

“No one mind could absorb 
clearly all the laws and all the 
—, that rule our lives to- 

ay. 

“We must have specialists.

“The disappearing type of law- 
yer had a strength of mind and 
character built on the rugged 
foundation of hard work and a de- 
termination to uphold the majesty 
of the law. He sighted down the 
middle of the road for an aim at 
simple, rugged, honest justice. 

“He was not wandering afield 
in quest of circuitous paths to- 
ward victory for the client who 
sat at his elbow, nudging him im- 
patiently. 

“The multiplicity of laws and 
regulations that guide the course 
of the business or the individual 
of today is becoming a problem, 
one that easily explains the dis- 
appearance of the old-time, well- 
rounded lawyer.” 

The chief justice said: 

“This is all very probably the 
result of the simple processes of 
evolution beyond the control of 
any of us. 

“It’s a larger, more active world, 
more thickly populated, more 
highly competitive than it was two 
or three decades ago.” 

The solution? 

The chief justice wandered off 
to greet a friend.

Arrival of tens of thousands of additional 
United States troops in Ulster, fully equipped 
for offensive war, undoubtedly motivated the 
outburst of criticism against the conduct of the 
war in the British house of commons. 

Britain has been waiting long for the 
expected opening of a new “second front,” in 
Europe. It is hard for a people who have 
endured so bravely the years of adversity in 
war, to remain patient and confident when 
their hopes are, again and again, denied. 

The time is ripe for a new attack against 
Germany from the west. That is clear to every- 
one. Every Britisher waits, anxiots and eager, 
for the beginning of that new offensive. They 
know it is coming. They only wonder when. 
They should remember that the German high 
command is worried and disturbed by that same 
uncertainty, too. 

There is no doubt that, could Britain’s full 


home force, combined with the American and — 


other Allied troops now in England or Ireland, 
be placed intact, with full supplies, on the 
continent today, they would give excellent 
account of themselves. With the Russians 
pounding the German lines in the east, such a 
western onslaught would bring the complete 
victory in sight. 

The great problem, however, is transport. 
Innumerable ships must be used to carry the 
men and their supplies across the intervening 
sea and to keep a steady stream of supplies 
and reinforcements once a spearhead force had 
been landed. 

There must be no repetition of Dunkirk. 
This time invasion must be for keeps, it must 
be for victory. The problem is terrific but that 
the high Allied commands believe they have it 
solved is evidenced by the sending of such 
numbers of American troops to Ireland. 

For, unless a plan was underway, there 
would be no adequate reason for the American 
troops there. They could be used elsewhere to 
better advantage than as a mere defensive 
garrison for Ulster. 

We may then feel sure some plan is now in 
the making. It may take months to perfect that 
plan. Remember, the British seizure of Madgas- 
car was three months under way before the 
actual landing released the story to the public. 

Both the British, and we ourselves, must 
bear with patience the necessary silence which 
must be kept until after our troops have actual- 
ly established themselves on Europe’s soil. _ 

In the meanwhile, thé RAF steadily paves 


the way by pounding into the dust one after — 


another of the great Nazi centers of war indus- 
try and thus “softening” the foe for the coming 
conflict. That, undoubtedly, is only a part of 
the complete plan.

Motorists, Be Careful 

Reduction in the number of automobiles on 
the highways does not mean that there is any 
lessenéd danger of accident. For, offsetting the 
fewer cars caused by gasoline and tire short- 
ages, is an increase in the number of pedestrians 
and cyclists using the roads. 

Already this increase is notable and it will, 
undoubtedly, be much greater after the schools 
and colleges have ended this present term. For 
many young people, freed from the classroom 
for summer vacation, are planning hiking or 
bicycling trips. 

Youth must be going somewhere and, with 
automobiles barred to many of them, they will 
depend upon cycles and “shanks’ mare” for 
locomotion. 

Most autoists are wisely driving at 40 m. p. h. 
or less, to conserve their tires and to increase 
the mileage per gallon of their rationed gaso- 
line. They are warned, however, to drive with 
even greater care than before and to use 
extreme caution in regard to cyclists and pedes- 
trians. For there will be a lot of folks using the 
highways, this summer, not in automobiles, and 
it would be doubly tragic if war conditions 
should bring about an epidemic of fatalities 
involving autos and these young people.

What of the CCC? 


President Roosevelt has, evidently, changed 
his opinion as to the value of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps in war time. For, in sending 
to congress a supplemental estimate on finan- 
cial needs of the CCC for the 1943 fiscal year, 
he asks additional funds to maintain the full 
program at 350 camps. 

When submitting the original estimate the 
President said it was for 300 camps in July, 
250 in August, 200 in September and 150 for 
the remainder of the year. The country and 
congress have a right to know what has caused 
this change in estimate. 

If the contribution of the CCC to the war 
program warrants it, there willbe no hesitancy 
about supplying the additional $31,717,000 asked. 
However, if it appears that the size and 
activities of the CCC can be curtailed for the 
duration of the war, without seriously affecting 


the war effort itself, it must be seriously doubt- 


ed if the congress will be justified in authorizing 
this additional expenditure of the people's 
money. | : 

What of the youths who are being taken into 
the CCC at this time? Are they all ineligible 
for Army or Navy service, by reason of age or 
physical handicap? Is the CCC contributing 
by taking those with minor physical disabilities 
and turning them into strong and fit men 
acceptable to the armed forces? 

Is all the work done by the CCC directly 
contributive to the war program? 

Unless these questions can all be answered, 
truthfully, in the affirmative, it is extremely 
doubtful if the corps should be maintained at 
all, let alone in full strength, while the nation 
is. giving its full effort to the prosecution of 
the war. 2 

Before voting the additional appropriation 
asked congress should certainly make a full, 
public investigation of the work now being done 
by the CCC and the type of its personnel. 

For Army pay is better, under the new 
scale soon to be approved, than CCC pay. A 
youth in Army can, if he will, send money to 
his needy folks at home, just as he can in the 
CCC.

Test of Patriotism. 
’ The coming election of a mayor for the city 
of Atlanta will provide opportunity for a test 
of patriotism on the part of all voters. 

It is axiomatic that the use of a single gallon 
of gasoline not absolutely essential is, to that 
degree, an act of sabotage against the United 
States at war. For it takes gasoline to operate 
the modern machinery of war whether on land, 
sea or air, and our fighting forces need every 
gallon available. 

It is also axiomatic that one of the most 
important duties of the citizen in a democracy 
suchas ours is to exercise the right of fran- 
chise. The man or woman, qualified, who does 
not vote is simply not a good citizen unless 
there was a preventing cause simply insur- 
mountable. 

So, to save gasoline, to conserve the precious 
rubber in tives, it is urged that, from sections 
where use of private transportation is necessary 
to reach the voting place, everybody co-operate 
by inviting neighbors to ride together in the car. 
Thus one car may take six or seven voters from 
one block or community, thus saving the gaso- 
line and rubber which would have been used if 
all had driven their own cars. It is the same 
application of neighborly co-operation exercised 
when the workers of a given neighborhood pool 
their car use in getting to and from work. 

Sometime ago The Constitution suggested, 
in. view of the transportation problems, the 
polls be kept open one hour-longer than usual, 
closing at 8 p. m. instead of 7. City council has 
now voted to do this and the polls will be open 
for the May 27 election from 7 a. m. to 8 p. m. 

Let citizens now co-operate in the use of 
automobiles and the result should be a record- 
breaking vote, without undue cost in gas or 
tires, from the 41,157 qualified to cast ballots.

BUT ONE PURPOSE WASHINGTON, May 21.—Announce- 
ment by the War Department of the 


latest and greatest comvoy of American troops yet to reach Northern 

Ireland is accepted as ominous evidence of the grim determinatio 

of the United States and Britain to open a second battle front 
in} Europe before the year is ended. 

Our troops are being sent there for no other 
purpose. At the proper time they, in con- 
junction with the British, will establish one or 
moore beachheads on the continent of Europe 
that will constitute the greatest dramatic spec- 
tacle the war has produced. 

When and where it will come is a matter 
which only the future and the Allied high com- 
mand can foretell. It may come at any one of 
a dozen points along the 4,000-mile coastline of 
— Europe from Finland to France—or per- 

aps even in Italy. 

The British people, realizing that the mo- 
ment to strike is at hand, are clamoring for it 
everywhere from the pubs to the houses of 

arliament. President Roosevelt has proclaimed 

t as the set purpose of this country. The Rus- 

sians are demanding it as a means of relieving 

them of the full pressure of German attack. 

Under the circumstances, nothing less can be done. 

It would have swiited our purpose to delay the European offen- 

sive until 1943. Not until then will our full resources in man power 

and arms be mobilized. Thanks only to the foresight of the ad- 

ministration in passing the original Selective Service Act in 1940, 

will we be able to:strike this year at all. That act enabled us to 

have a 1,500,000-man army trained and ready by the time of Pearl 

Harbor. These have been augmented by at least another 1,000,000 

men since then. @thers will be coming along as fast as they can 

be absorbed by thie Army. Ultimately we may have as many as 
8,000,000 men under arms—more if necessary. 


BRITISH MAN POWER But the question of our own unde- 


veloped strength in potential man 
power need not be a deterrent factor. In the last war the British 
had 8,904,467 men /engaged. It is inconceivable that they have any 
less today. Standing alone after the fall of France, they were com- 
pelled for defensiye purposes to organize their armed strength to 
the limit, 

There are enough British and American forces organized already 
to’ give Hitler the battle of his life when once they’re laid down in 
Europe. Every blueprint of the war gives Hitler no chance for a 
victory after this fyear. He must win before 1943, or not at all. 
He can’t win this jyear if Russia fails to fall. 


CANNOT AFFORD TO WAIT Consequently, regardless of 


our lack of full preparations, 
the Allies cannot fafford to wait. We must throw every ounce of 
available strength! into the balance on the side of the Russians to 
make sure that they do not go down. In private conversations here 
our military leaders are saying that it may be necessary for the 
Allies to open up a new European front this summer, even if it 
results in the staggering sacrifice of as many as a half million men. 

If it takes the; loss of that m@ny men to divert Hitler’s all-out 
scale attention from Russia, then we may count the sacrifice well 
worth the gain. It would be designed to force the Germans to 
divide their strength on two fronts and push the Russian cam- 
paign into another winter of Soviet snows. 

Any predictians as to when the second European front will be 
opéned must be jbased on pure speculation. The most logical con- 
clusion is, howeiver, that it will come the moment the Germans 
give evidence offfhaving started a new all-out offensive against the 
Russians. If Hitler moves in the east we will strike in the west. 


HITLER KNOWS ‘The effect of the War Department's an- 
nouncement of the arrival of the latest 
great convoy of troops in Ireland was to serve notice of our inten- 
tions on Hitler. : It could have been for no other purpose. So long 
as our troops are pouring into England and Ireland and Iceland by 
the tens of thousands, Hitler will be unable to give his undivided 
attention’ to Rugsia. Like a man who knows he’s being shadowed, 
he will continually be pausing to look backward over his shoulder. 
It is all a part df the war of nerves of which the Fuehrer formerly 
was master, but} which he now finds others to be his superior. 

Of all the polints along the 4,000 miles of Nazi-dominated Europe 
available for an Allied invasion thrust, the boldest move we can 
make would be through Holland or Belgium—a move designed to 
push the Germans back to the point where they first broke through, 
flanking the n@rthern ends of the Siegfried line. 

This is probably the most heavily guarded section of the Euro- 
pean coastline but next to the French coast, is the best invasion 
point, because tit ig closest to Britain and ships could make more 
trips in transporting men and guns and tanks across the sea in 
shorter time. {It is here that the blow may be struck.

eral cry of outraged dignity raised 
in the senate over the gasoline ra- 
tioning farce was Robert M. La 
Follette’s reminder that if the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government 
should ever try to suppress criti- 
cal comment in print, then the 
only place where the press could 
find adequate defense would be 
in the halls of the national leg- 
islature. 


I believe this, although sugges- 
tions have occurred in congress 
that freedom of opinion in the 
press should be curtailed. And I 
note that in offering his thought, 
Senator LaFollette said he had 
detected a deliberate design in cer- 
tain sections of the press to un- 
dermine the people’s faith in con- 
gress. He seems to feel that the 
press should exempt congress from 
criticism in return for which dis- 
honest forbearance congress would 
undertake to protect its own si- 
lent defender. If that is his idea 
he simply doesn’t understand the 
nature of a free press because free, 
honest journalism cannot spare a 
buyable defender from honest crit- 
cism, even to save its life. 


The fact is that Doth the legis- 
lative branch of government 
and the free American daily press, 
the best journalism the world has 
ever known, are in great danger 
from the executive branch. And if 
congress is the last defender of 
freedom of the press, then the 
press is the final defender of the 
integrity of the national legisla~ 
ture. Neither can exist without 
the other and if either goes all 
our greedom will die.

that in ecriticizing unworthy ac- 
tions by individual senators and 
representatives and the surrender 
of the legislative function to the 
executive, the press has been 
fighting for the independence of 
congress. After all, the mere, 
passing personnel of these houses 
are not the institution itself but 
only momentary custodians of its 
mission in free government. If 
they neglect their responsibility, 
if they sell out to the executive 
for patronage or financial or po 
litical support at the polls, to the 
impairment of their independence 
and their equality with the other 
two branches of the government, 
they deserve and inevitably must 
incur the criticism of the free 
American press. This criticism 
does not desire to undermine the 
people’s faith in congress but to 
warn them that congress is not 
living up to its trust. 


We of the press have the normal, 
patriotic motive of all believers in 
the American form of government 
in demanding that congress re- 
main independent, intelligent, cou- 
rageous and above’ temptation. 
But we have also the special mo- 
tive which was suggested by: Sen- 
ator LaFollette’s reminder. . We 
realize that if congress should be- 
come an American Reichstag of a 
party leader then we would have 
no defender and would go the way 
of the German and Italian press. 


What are the relative merits of 
congress and the press today in 
their respective fields? I may be 
prejudiced, but I say with sin- 
cerity and alarm that congress has 
been servile to the executive and 
politically venal and has yielded 
to the temptation of petty graft. 
On the other hand, it is my belief 
that the American press has never 
been more vigorous and indepen- 
dent than it is today. Look at the 
risks it has taken in opposing ex- 
tension of executive and bureau- 
cratic power over all our people 
by the national government. Who 
ratified that extension of power 
while the press opposed it? Con- 
gress did. 


Time was when we of 
Forgot the press had special 
Honor privileges, but we don’t 
have them any more, 
not even free railroad script. Con- 
gress, on the other hand, so far 
forgot honor as to vote itself a 
pension and loads the pay rolls 
with its cousins and its aunts and 
now is.caught in the act of claim- 
ing special exemption from the 
gasoline shortage. ° 


As the penalty of our honest op- 


| position to some of the tendencies 


of the government the press has 
been belittled and sneered down 
constantly for years by President 
Roosevelt, ‘Harold Ickes and oth- 
ers. I doubt that congress has 
given intelligent consideration to 
the consequences of this persistent, 
studied campaign, should it suc- 
ceed, or examined the motive for 
it. The motive is revenge for in- 
telligent, patriotic opposition, the 
spirit is intolerance of dissenting 
opinion and the purpose is to sub- 
stitute a compliant press and the 
exciting, emotional voice-appeal to 
the radio under control of a rul- 
ing party.

A SUMMING UP When the blitz war began in Europe, 
Hanson Baldwin wrote that Holland would 


fall in five days; that Belgium would fall in two weeks, and that 
France would last not much longer. 

Indignant readers wrote in to the Times in New York saying 
the former naval officer and strategist was 
pro-German and should be expelled. 

Since that war they read Hanson Baldwin. 
And they don’t make faces at him except when 
he makes them wince. Yesterday I introduced 
his talk and discussion to the 50 newspaper- 
men here at Harvard as guests of the Nieman 
Foundation in Journalism, to hear some of the 
most distinguished men in the nation’s war 
effort discuss all its phases. 

Baldwin's summing up was of very real 
interest. 

He admitted its weakness by saying that no 
one really can estimate Russia and that, there- 
fore, one begins with a handicap. He could say, 
however, that Russia’s losses had been severe; 
that she had a shortage in tanks, planes, and 
antitank guns, and even in machineguns and 
rifles. It is known, although he did not say 
so, that the State Guards surrendered their 

rifles for training purposes. That could only mean Russia was 
getting our best automatic rifles. 

Baldwin sees Hitler as the chief enemy, but this country in 
the unfortunate position of having to stop Japan in the Pacific 
before she wins the war for Japan. 

Russia will permit no foreign observer to see, or know, any- 
thing about her real strength. That does not sit so well with our 
officers. 

If Russia is strong enough to hold her oil wells and resist the 
Germans all summer, advancing if the front weakens, then the end 
of the war might well be close at hand. 

He, like all the speakers, wants the government to give out 
more news, to stop sugar-coating it. He wants newspapers to real- 
ize what the government knows, that reports through Berne and 
Stockholm are utterly unreliable. 


With that background he summed up— 

AFRICA English tank losses were so severe in their offense of 

a tew months ago they were unable to sustain it and 
had to retreat. The Germans used their big and powerful anti- 
aircraft guns as antitank guns with great results. The British had 
air superiority, but couldn’t make up for the loss of tanks. Only 
the RAF kept General Rommel from Egypt. 

In Syria, which may well become a battleground with Ger- 
many putting a bridgehead and base there to compel use of Turk- 
ish railroads, is defended by the eighth British army composed of 
Free French, some Australians and Colonial troops. It is not toe 
well equipped or trained, 

The tenth British army is in Iraq and Iran and it is weak in 
supplies and in training. 


THE EAST The major Japanese effort was on Malaya, Singa- 
pore and the Dutch East Indies. Our fleet in the 

Pacific was inferior before Pearl Harbor and the Japanese attack 

there was to neutralize what we had. This they did. : 

The attack on the Philippines was to neutralize our air power in 
that section. We had got 36 Flying Fortresses and heavy bombers 
there and many of these, with some fighters, were put out of action 
and the fields ruined: General MacArthur had the others flown 
to the Dutch East Indies and to Australia to save them. 

Our Asiatic fleet was ordered out. It was not a fleet. It wag 
a squadron composed of two cruisers, a few destroyers and sub- 
marines. 

The Japs came back later, after taking the important bases in 
the Dutch East Indies, to mop up in the Philippines. 

The Japanese are able to use much of the raw materials they 
got in Malaya and the East Indies. The English left Malaya in- 
tact because they did not want to offend the natives. 

The Japanese will continue to try and take all the possible spring- 
boards of action against them. If we lose them we can seriously 
be attacked. A main attack on Hawaii and Midway is probable. 

Japanese subs on the Pacific, carrying on a war of attrition 
against out shipping, is assured. They will complement the Ger- 
mans in the Atlantic. Efforts will be made to cut the supply lines, 
by reducing shipping, to England and to Russia and China and 
Australia. Germany expects to make a sortie with her ships in 
the Atlantic, the balance of power being so nearly even they will 
risk it. 

Germany already has most seriously damaged the short supply 
route to Murmansk. The route may have to be abandoned. 

We are fighting a globular war. Both Japan and Germany can 
fight from the inner lines. 

If Russia is halted and neutralized, then will come the all-out 
effort on England. 

The tide hasn’t turned toward the United Nations. Not yet. The 
summer months will be the critical ‘ones. 

So, in brief, thinks the canniest of the war analysts.

A representative of a company 
which centerlined 6,000 miles of 
Georgia highways, for which Dr.

perior court, 

The state had been attempting 
to show that the company em- 
ployed Evans because of his al- 
leged connections with the Riv- 
ers administration, but the denial

The Expectant Mother Needs 
Daily Ration of Vitamin D 


By Dr. William Brady. 


No natural food contains enough 
vitamin D for the requirements of 
the prospective mother and the 
child. Therefore, it is the practice 
of physicians to prescribe a daily 
ration of vitamin D in one form 
or another to supplement the ex- 
pectant mother’s diet throughout 
pregnancy, and after the child is 
born it is now customary to pre- 
scribe a daily ration of vitamin D 
for the child, from the age of one 
month throughout the first year 
at least. 

This not only favors normal de- 


velopment and growth of the child

Just as it is practically impos- 
sible for the ordinary individual 
to eat enough of the so-called 
“protective foods’— milk, eggs, 
fresh vegetables, fresh fruits—to 
supply all the vitamins required 
to maintain optimal health, so it 
is practically impossible for the 
prospective mother to consume all 
the eggs, milk, cream, butter she 
would have to consume to get 
even the minimum daily require- 
ment of vitamin D for her own 
nutrition—to say nothing of the 
demands of the li’l stranger. 

If any complacent old-timer still 
in practice can refute these state- 
ments I’d like to hear from him. 


Milk, cream, butter, egg yolk, 
oysters, salmon (fresh or canned) 
are virtually the only foods that 
contain any considerable amounts 
of vitamin D, Formerly various 
fish liver oils, which are rich in 
vitamin D, were prescribed when-. 
ever vitamin D was needed. Now- 
adays there are numerous taste- 
less vitamin D concentrates avail- 
able and any of these is satisfac- 
tory as a source of extra vitamin 
D for mother or child. 

Nowadays, too, special foods are 
fortified with extra vitamin D— 
such as vitamin D milk—gso that 
the average day’s ration of the 
food will give a fair day’s ration 
of vitamin D, 

In whatever form the vitamin D 
may be taken, it is essential that 
every expectant mother and every 
baby should receive a fair daily 
ration of vitamin D, and no off- 
hand assurance of the experienced 
but not well informed old medical 
practitioner that mother and 
child will get all the vitamins 
needed from food alone can lessen 
the importance of this. 

For the expectant mother four 
or five drops of a tasteless vitamin 
D concentrate (each drop contains 
about 250 U. S. P. units of vitamin 
D) is a fair daily ration. For _~ 
baby two or three drops is a fair 
daily ration.

Diet Rates First As Source 


Next to the war, what goes on 
in our research laboratories is the. 
most exciting news of the day. In 
fact, it is war news when a scien- 
tist states that a treatment may be 
evolved by which our parachute 


troops are assured of an “adequate 
diet” of cellulose, leaves and grass 
when the necessary food is not to 
be obtained. 


This startling speculation was in- 
cluded by Dr. Gustav J. Martin, of 
the Warner Institute for Therapeu- 
tic Research in New York, in his 
talk before the American Chemical 
Society. The treatment, Dr. Mar- 
tin explained, would consist in es- 
tablishing in the intestinal tract 
certain bacteria which would make 
it possible to digest twigs and 
leaves. 

You think that’s far-fetched? It 
is reported that the Germans are 
using a somewhat similar proced- 
ure for their fighting forces. The 
Germans, you will admit, are ex- 
ceedingly practical people. 

This particular research has 
been concerned with two of the 
B vitamins which are of personal 
interest to all of us because they 
are involved in the search for the 
cure for baldness. The vitamins 
are pantothenic acid and inositol 
and you have probably heard that 
one or the other is the answer to 
loss of hair. But don’t throw away 
your toupee or transformation. Re- 
search is still going on. 

There are no miracle vitamins. 
So that we won’t let ourselves be 
carried away by any such idea, 
we have to keep in the top of our 
minds that a vitamin can cure a 
trouble only when that trouble is 
caused by the lack of that partic- 
ular vitamin.

“This is just a little report 
from the tropics, where it rains 
when it feels like it—clouds or 
no clouds—and nobody moves 
out of the downpour, because 
being wet makes no difference 
anyway.

Victoria Cross Given 


Heroes of St. Nazaire 
LONDON, Mav 21.—(#)—The 
Victoria Cross, Britain’s highest 
award for valor, was bestowed 
today on three men for the cour- 
age they displayed in the raid on 
St. Nazaire on March 28 when 
the destroyer Campbeltown, load- 
ed with high explosives, was ram- 
med into the dock gates. 

Tne three were Lieutenant 
Commander Stephen Beattie, 34, 
now a German prisoner; Seaman 
William Savage and Commander 
Robert E. D. Ryder. Savage, a 
gunner on one of the motor boats 
which accompanied the Campbel- 
town, was cited for engaging the | 
German defenders from an ex-| 
posed position with “cool and 
steady accuracy” on the way in 
and out of the harbor until he 
was killed at his gun. 

Beattie’s citation was “in rec- 
ognition not only of his own valor 
but also that of the unnamed of- 
ficers and men of the very gal- 
lant ship’s company, many of 
whom did not — 

Commander Ryder earned the 
decoration for his attack on “the 
heavily defended port.” He led 
the destroyer to a_ position at 
pointblank range and stayed ex- 
posed to heavy fite for 76 min- 


utes.

Is Hotly Denied by 
Former Model. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—(4)— 


Madeline Webb, former model on | 


trial for her life on first-degree 
murder charges, protested angrily 
today when a hotel manager testi- 
fied that on March 5 she and John 
D, Cullen, a co-defendant, regis- 
tered for a room as man and wife 
under the names “Mr. and Mrs. 
John R. Clark.” 

“IT did not,” she gasped, and 
sought to rise from her chair at 
the defense table. Eli Shonbrun, 
the man whom the state and other 
witnesses have called her lover, 
restrained her, pushing her back, 
while Cullen smiled in apparent 
amusement at the scene. 

The three are charged with the 
robbery-slaying of s, Susan 
Flora Reich, 52-year-old Polish 


refugee, in a hotel suite March 4. || 


The state’s case appeared near 
completion, as the hotel man— 
Frank Van Houten—and other 
minor witnesses testified briefly. 

The state’s major witness— 
Murray Hirsch], Shonbrun’s uncle, 
also under indictment for Mrs, 
Reich’s murder—left the stand to- 
day without having budged an 
inch on his story of the killing 
during almost four days of testi- 
mony and cross-examination. 

Tells of Robbery Plan. 

Hirschl’s testimony, put all the 
blame for the murder on Miss 
Webb, Shonbrun and Cullen, as- 
serting they planned Mrs. Reich’s 
robbery in conversations at the 
Hotel Sutton the day preceding 
the murder. 

Chief Defense Counsel Buiten- 
kant sought to pin the murder on 
Hirschl himself, demanding: “Isn’t 
it a fact that you were the one 
who attacked that woman?” 

Hirsch] hotly denied it, insist- 
ing: “I tell you I never saw that 
woman in my life!” 

Hirsch], by his own admission a 
“thief” and a “liar,” admitted fur- 
ther today that he had given at 
least three different versions of 
events leading up to and following 
the murder, one to the police, an- 
other to the district attorney and 
one in court. 

“You admit that those earlier 
statements are full of ~ lies?” 
Buitenkant asked him. 

“Yes, I told a lot of lies at first 
trying to protect them,” said 
Hirschl, indicating the three de- 
fendants, 

“But now you're telling the 
truth?” 

Taxi Driver Testifies. 

“The absolute truth,” said the 
witness. 

“Are you sure, Mr. Hirschl,” de- 
fense counsel pursued, “that you 
know where the truth ends and a 
lie begins?” 

Albert de Barbieri, a_ taxi 
driver, corroborated part of 
Hirschl’s testimony, when he said 
that he drove two men, whom he 
identified as Cullen and Shon- 
brun, from a point near the Sutton 
hotel to 57 street and Third

March 4, the day of'the murder.
